Claims 1-7 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a color-separating and 
-recombining optical system comprising all of the elements of claims 1, 5, 6, and 
7, and in particular with respect to each independent claim, a "light blockage 
preventing light components of the light beam incident in the light-beam 
separating section from being incident in the light-beam recombining section 
without being incident in the first or the second polarization beam splitter".
